Here presented, for the veriest nomb- 
skull cannot fail to see that thie ex- 
hibit is “some pumpkins, and a 
great deal more, whena careful look 
is given to the variety of! products here 
displayed. In the north-west corner 
of the Pavilion on the first floor, the 
exbibit occupies a space of 40 feet, 
where, on broad shelving, and arrayed 
against the wall and extending to the 
ceiling are displayed the ripened pro- 
dncts of the field for the season of 
1891. First you can find, in basins on 
the shelf, fourteen varieties of wheat 
with the grain well filled and perfect 
in every essential that betokens a first 
class article. Each would be rated 
as No. 1 in any exchange in the world 
and wonld stand an egnal show of 
obtaining first prize in any contest, 
for every sample is perfection, and 
nothing more could be asked. The 
varieties embrace the following named 
grains, viz: Australian, Niagra, Sar- 
dus, White Dutch, Amethyst, Gran- 
ite, Whittington, Ontario, Russian, 
Australian Club, Ruby, Pallos, Gyp- 
sum and Polish. 
IN BARLEY THERE ARE 

Seven varieties shown, some of which 
are so perfect in grain and so free from 
bull that one must inspect the grain 
closely, or he may mistake it for wheat. 

In oats there are eight varieties 
shown, and the same degree r- 
fection is noted here. And displayed 
on the walls above are sheafs of the 
different grains, exhibiting at a glance 
the natural growth and appearance of 
each. Together they present an ob- 
ject lesson in practical agriculture that 
could not be obtained otherwise with- 
out extensive travel and intelligent 
observation. 

ON THE WALLS ARE 

Also arran the various fodder 
plants, embraeing our established cer-

tainty—alfalfa—but presented in an 


attractive manner to display the va- 
rioug growths for the year,as first,sec- 
ond and third cutting, in the actual 
length as harvested, and thus pre- 
senting, in language louder than 
words, the relative proportions that 
each bears tu the other. Other fodder 
grasses, like timothy, clover, vetch 
and sanfoin, are also displayed, show- 
ing the growth of each for this season. 
ln otber grains de shown in seed and 
also sheaf, lentils, millett and buck- 
wheat, while corn is shown in four va- 
rieties of the field and one of sweet 
corn for roasting ears. 

In tubers, potatoes take the lead 
and are presented in twenty different 
varieties, all of which should be care- 
fully examined by those interested in 
their cultivation
